As the year went on another jolly new passenger, Mary Gadam, 


boarded the ship. 
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After nine months of sailing in all kinds of weather, the 
captain again announced a three month’s vacation and great 
was the joy of ail. 


When we returned in the fall of 1920, we were placed 
on the upper deck. We were much disappointed to find that 
four of our joyful companions had deserted us: Mary Gadam, 
Ruth Sinclair, Dorothy Humphrey and Vilmer Nichols—but 
much to our joy Esther Hyde joined our happy midst. 


The first social activity in which we indulged during the 
third year of our voyage was a Hallowe’en masquerade at 
which everything was disguised but our appetites. When 
Thanksgiving came around a big banquet was given by the 
upper seamen and the officers. Everyone on board partici- 


pated in this and it was an event which shall always bring 


pleasant memories. St. Patrick’s day marked another joyful 


oceasion for us, for on this evening the Seniors entertained us. 


Now it is the custom that in the third year of the voyage 
a festival be given in honor of the Seniors. Great prepara- 
tions went forth throughout the ship and material was gath- 
ered for a progressive dinner. So it came to May twelfth 
when the passengers of the upper deck, friends of the seamen, 
and all the officers gathered together and feasted, making 


our old ship resound with ‘‘one’’ jolly good time. 





We had now reached the end of the third year line so rest 


was again announced.

At the end of the track I received another 
great ovation for I, hitherto unknown as a runner, had won 
first place at the Olympic games by breaking the world’s 


record.
